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There are • lew key positions in the Centre! intelligence <*gency 
whieh can he filled m»it effectively, indeed can only 'he filled eliec* 
firely, by selected officer* of the Armed services. Although I hove 
* of personnel from each ol these Services* I am unable to 

obtain, for these few key positions, officers of the training and es- 
perience which I require, as this training and experience is usually 
acquired only by rather seuir officers whose numbers on the active 
list are limited. Tike obvious solution is to employ professionally 
and physically qualified retired officers, but the so -called dual 
compena&tl n statutes make it Impossible for me to obtain the 
•ervicea of any A th. a* who are released for reasons other them 
for physical disability, and physical disability would in most cases 
be a disqualifying defect from the CIA paint of view. Thus the Govern* 
meat ie precluded from utilising in a very important field the service® 
of certain highly qualified individuals in whoa* training the United 
States has a very considerable investment and who are capable I 
performing highly important func tt ns of particular concern to this 
Agency by reason >f such training. 




I am faced with an immediate need for the services a! certain 
peculiarly well qualified retired officers, as well as same who are 
just reaching the retirement age. Their assistance, particularly in 
these times, will constitute a contribution of tee greatest imp -r mace 
to our work, not only in certain operational and technical fields, but 
also in estimates of foreign military potentials. 


There is submitted herewith the draft A a proposed amend- 
ment to the Central Intelligence Agency ct t i ?49 t. authorise the 
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Central intelligence gency to employ ami c .mpcasnte certain 
classes of retired officer » whose employment is saw prohibited 
by leer. This bill has beea submitted to the Bureau of the Budget 
and they hare »o objection to its presentation t> the Congress fcr 
its c tisiderati a.
